COMPULSOR Y EDUCA TION LAW. 
A Case Befave ta« Seyresae OemS «• Test 

Its Cnnitlttitlonnllt]'. 

CoT.tTMBlS. O., April 25. —Attorney 
General Richards hiis filed the state's 
brief in the compulsory education case. 
The law was paseed in 1889. and Dr, 
Quigley, a Toledo Catholic priest, re 
fused to comply with its provisions. He 
was arreste<i, indict*d and convicted in 
the Toledo court of < ouunon pleas. The 
circuit court confirmed the decision, 
aiMl QuigVey's attorney brought the case 
to the rapreme court to tert the con- 
stitutionality of the law. It win be 
beard next fViday. 

In a voluminous brief tbe attorney 
general covers all the points of coiutitU' 
tiocaJity involved, and savs, among 
other Uiings, that it has adwavabeen 
held by the courts of the states that the 
state has the right to educate her chil- 
dren and that lae interest of the cori- 
monwealth was equal to that of the citi 
zen in such matters. 

The defense base their case upon the 
claim that the law can not be constitu- 
tional, since it infringes upon the in 
alienable right| of free thought and the 
freedom of personal citizenship, it being 
urged that to curtail a man s control 
over hia child in the matter of educa- 
tion ia to owh^lJheman^Blib^

Salt Lat April 25. - W. C. Austin, a 
peripatetic newspaper man, ma<le n 
mort audacious though unsuccessful 
attempt to rob tbe Utah National bank 
Batnraay. His act is onlv paralleled by 
that of the man who three yean a^o 
held up David MoCFett, jiresident of the 
Fir»t National bank of Denver, for 
121.000. 

Austin entered tbe bank with the ut- 
most nonchaluice. walked up to the 
desk and wrote out this extraordinary 
demand on the back of a blanl: check 
"Qive me $2.50(i instantly or I will blow 
yourbratos out." 

The pa^'ing teller, whom he covered 
with a revolver concealed by his ore •- 
coat, which hung over his arm. belie 
ing he had to deal with a lunatic 
reached for aom* currency to meet ti.o 
demand. Then be remembered that the 
counter was made of stone and be 
(Irojiixnl behind it, yelling, "Arrest tl>e 
robber." Austin, feeing he was foiled, 
fled, but was shortly afterward arreste 
He is belieired to be craay.

After this matter shall hare been dis- 
posed of there is a resolution to oome 
up in relation to the sn^nded alipre- 
priatiuu of IS.000.000 or $8,000,000 for 
the Qtoctaw and Chickasaw Indian 
lands, held up by the president and 
secretary of the interior, because of 
alleged excei>aive claim agents' feee ex 
acted, Ttti' -s liable te evoke discus 
sion, but Uttle else.

The Benato Separate Ooaeh bill is a 
■poflial order for April 28Ul faitlM Hoose. 

A bill is pending in the Boose to re- 
qoiio rafltood oompanlso to provide wcH^ 

able waiting rooms, water closets, Ac., at 
station! in all towns where the popula- 
tion is 200 or man. 

The local option bill introduced in the 
Senate provides that an election to de- 
cide whether or not a county shall have 
prohibition must be called on a petition 
of 100 citiiens. In towns and precincts 
it takes 10 per cent, of the voting popu- 
lation to call an election. The persona 
signing petitions for elections most do* 
posit money to pay expenses. 

▲ resolution haa bem adopted prohib- 
iting the ehewtng of tobaoee in the Sen- 
ate Chamber. 

Tbe Senate has passed the bill making 
it the doty of the State Inspeotor and 
Examiner to make the monthly Hettle- 
ments with the State Auditor and Treas- 
orer instead of raqtritlng the Attorney 
Oenera! and Secretary of State to do thia 
as is the case at present. 

A bill introduced by Senator ITewman 
fixes the maximum passenger rate on 
railroads at two and a half cents per mile 
for persons over ten years of age and one 
and a half cents per mile for persons 
who are between six and ten years of 
age. A higher rate may be charged for 
distances traveled less than eight miles, 
and for all distances over dght miles cash 
fare may be paid without extra rbarge. 
The bill applies only to roads tbat have 
been completed and operated lor five 
years or more, and that operate more 
than fifty miles of road. 

The Judicial Redistricting bill is a 
special order in the Houae for Wednes- 
day, May 4. 

Tbe bill to increase the salary of the 
Railroad Commissioners from $2,000 to 
$■'{,000 a year has an emergency clause 
and if passed will go into effect before the 
new Com mi ssioners enter upon their du- 
ties. 

The bill to confer police powers upon 
Qonductors ol passenger trains has been 
recommitted to the committee. It con- 
tained too iiiuih to suit the coniluctors. 

As adopted by tbe House, tbe section 
in the new revenue bill oonoeming the 
payment of Assessors provides that the 
Assessor shall have as a couipenaatiou 
for his services 4 cente on the tlOO for 
the first $1,000,000 assessed and U cents 
on all the excess over $1,000,000, except 
in counties where tbe assessment is less 
than $1,000,000, in which the Assessor 
shall have 4} cents on the $100 for the 
whole assessment. No Assessor shall 
receive more than $4,000° for his services 
in any year. It also provides that in 
counties where the asHessment e-vceetis 
$38,000,000 tbe Aaseasor shall be allowed 
11,000 for every additional $10>000,000 of 
the assessment as salary for deputies. 

The House bill repealing an act relating 
to Poplar Plains passed the Senate Fri- 
day, and now goes to the Governor. 

The Sehate bill to abolish the State 
Board of K<iuali/.ation is a special order 
for next Wednesday in the Senate and 
from day to day until disposed of 

The Stewart Text-book bill has passed 
the Senate. It requires the State Board 
of Education tarecommend to the Ck>an- 
ty lioards not less than three sets of 
books from as many distinct and inde- 
pendent publishing houses for use in the 
public schools. • 

An act is pending to require jadgaa to 
exclude children tmder sixteen years of 
age from court rooms. 

The bill to prevent Sunday base ball 
has been recommitted, aad will hardly 
be reported back. 

May I! is tbe date set for the considera- 
tion of the Hart Goal Oil Inspector bill. 

The bill requiring wage earners to be 
paid in lawful money has passed both 
House and Senate. It makes a violation 
of the act a misdemoanor. 

Last Saturday tiie house adopted the 
Shouse resolution providing for a daily 
roll-cjiU and the noting of all absentees 
on the Noord, all amendmente being 
voted down except that which prevents 
the roll-call from ever being dispensed 
with. 

Several bills were given their second 
reading, after which the revenue bill was 
discussed. Article 7 concerning the tax- 
ation of distilled spirits for State and 
County purposes was qtadu a special order 
for May 3. Article 8, providing for 
County Board of Sopervisors, was adopted. 

Secticm 1 of article 9, relating to the 
collection of taxeH, was then taken up, 
and tbe substitute offered by Dr. Frazee 
was adopted. The substitute provides 
that all taxen Hhall be due and iiayiiMf 
on tlie first day of March after tbe assess- 
ment is made; on all taxes unpaid on the 



first day of October thereafter, a penalty 
of 2 perdSmt shall attddi, and on the Ant 

day of November an additional penalty of 
3 per cent shall attach ; all taxes not 
paid on November 16 after tbe aame are 
asseneed shall b* dsemed delinquent, 
and shall bear interest at tbe rate of 10 
per cent, per annum from Decembor 1st 
till paid. _

Neighbors, who had been roused by the 
ehiluren's screams aud had ran to the 
river, but too late to save their lives, 
tried to catch the father, bnt ba eluded 
them and plunged into the water. He 
was dragged out and taken to jail. A 
crowd gathered aronnd the building 
and tried to force an entrance that they 
might lynch the prisoner, bat they wars 
driven off by watchmen. 

The eboir master's insanity is thought 
ta bt do* to his fanatical seal in church 
work '•ad his prolonged fasting. Re- 
oantly, after living ten days on bread 
and water he showed signs of braaMag 
down and told his wife tiiat he hadoom- 
mltted the unpardonable sin.
